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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are moot in 

view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

As per applicant's arguments that there is no motivation to combine the Chuah 
and Marsan references (remarks pages 8,9), examiner disagrees. Both Chuah and Marsan 
are concemed with creating a more efficient handshaking procedure. Connecting devices 
with higher signal strength (as per Marsan's disclosure) will decrease overall setup time 
because said devices with higher signal strength have a higher probability of connecting 
and as such, there will be less instances of collisions with other devices trying to connect. 
The overall effect (as in effect, the purpose of Marsan' s invention) is to reduce the over 
handshaking time. Chuah' s intent (as stated by appUcant on page 8 of remarks) is to 
reduce the access time in a communications system As such both Marsan and Chuah are 
motivated to the same purpose and the combination of references is proper.
